We, the undersigned, Commissioners and Auditors of 
Strafford County, do hereby certify that we have ex- 
amined the foregoing accounts of Frank R. Bliss, Trea- 
surer of said County and find said accounts are correctly 
cast and properly vouched and the balance of cash on 
hand, January 2, 1933 to be: Balance in bank, eleven 
thousand, six hundred, thirty five dollars and fifty-eight 
cents ($11,635.58).

GENTLEMEN: 


During the year closing December 31, 1932 the religious 
life of the people at the Strafford County Farm has not 
been overlooked. According to the custom of previous 
years the inmates of the Roman Catholic Faith have re- 
ceived the service of Confession and the Mass in the 
Spring and also in the early Winter. This ministry came 
from the St. Mary’s and St. Charles Churches of Dover. 

The W. C. T. U. of Gonic on June 12, conducted a 
service and furnished refreshments of ice cream, cake, 
cookies and bananas. This is an annual custom with the 
women of the Union and brings cheer to the Farm. On 
November 20, the Dover Baptist Church held its annual 
Thanksgiving service under the leadership of Rev. Buell 
T. Maxfield and was an inspiration to all. The Christian 
Endeavor from Gonic conducted a Christmas Service of 
good cheer December 18. 

The Chaplain has been assisted during the year in the 
monthly services by thirty-nine members of the St. John’s 
Methodist Episcopal Church: and Parish. The Ethel 
Morse Club gave an old fashioned tea for a special en- 
tertainment, the Friendly Entertainers gave a program, 
others have given readings, rendered solos and in various 
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ways have contributed to the social as well as the re- 
ligious life at the Farm. 

The unusual kindnesses of Superintendent and Mrs. 
Frank W. Upham with the helpfulness of Mrs. Mary E. 
Stevens, and Mrs. Hattie Coutere in seeing that the women 
and men were assisted to and from the services make a 
debt of gratitude which is very gratefully acknowledged. 

From his observation as Chaplain covering the admin- 
istration of the Farm under its present management the 
writer feels that the people at the Farm who have exper- 
ienced the sorrows and disappointments of life in larger 
measure perhaps, than some others, have here a real home, 
a better one than some ever knew before. To make this 
possible you Gentlemen of the County Commissioners 
have bent every effort.

GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit my report as County 
Physician for the year 1982. 


The condition of health of the inmates at the Farm 
for the year were about normal. We have had no epi- 
demics or contagious diseases. Sickness has been con- 
fined to chronic diseases and to conditions due to age. 
Many of the inmates were hopelessly sick from age and 
chronic diseases when admitted, but have been well taken 
care of by Mr. and Mrs. Upham, and nurses, and their 
condition made as comfortable as possible. I want to 
thank you gentlemen and all those who have co-operated 
and helped me in my work. We have had no births at 
the Farm this year. We have had twenty-three deaths, 
three women and twenty men with an average age of 
seventy-one years.
